Hitler Orders Germans 
To Make Death Stand 
Against Red Foes 


LONDON, Feb. 11.—(UP)—The } 
Moscow radio said today that, a 
state of siege had been decreed 
in Berlin and that Adolf Hitler 
had ordered the city defended to 
the last, “even if it should be com- 
pletely destroyed.” 

Berlin eastern suburbs were re- 
ported cleared of civilians as the 
Nazis turned homes into pillboxes 
and mined the streets, creating a 
first line of defense against Soviet 
spearheads § thrusting in from 
points only 31 miles to the east. 


Moscow’s reports of a state of 
siege were not confirmed else- 
where. The Russian reports said 
that 15 SS (elite guards) divisions, 
under Gen. Sepp Dietrich, named 
commandant of “the fortress of 
Berlin,” were massed in the cap- 
ital for a last-ditch defense. 

Reserve formations of the Ges- 
tapo and Nazi officials were be- 
ing called up for duty, Moscow 
said. The Soviet broadcast named 
the eastern suburbs of Mahlsdorf, 
Erkner and “others,” as having 
been cleared of civilians. Several 
hundred thousand persons were 
reported transforming the suburbs 
into a huge fortified area. 

The deputy Berlin Gauleiter, 
Moscow said, broadcast a decision 
taken by Hitler at his field head-/ 
quarters that Berlin would be de- 
fended even if it meant its com: 
plete destructipn.

German Towns Are Ripped to Bits 
On Scale Unrivaled in 5-Year War

ON THE OUTSKIRTS OF 
KLEVE, Feb, 11.—(4)—Field Mar- 
shal Montgomery’s massed guns 
are systematically ripping German 
towns and-villages to tatters on 
a scale unrivaled in more than 
five years of war in Europe. 

Sloshing along roads axle deep 
in mud, I traveled by jeep today 
through the outer defenses of the 
Siegfried line to a high forest

Interviewed by Wheeler were 
Pvt.. Curtis Boone, 25, husband of 
Mrs. Bertha Lean Boone, of 1132

seas, and Cpl. Robert R. Waller, 
26. of 3465 Batchelor avenue, Col- 
lege Park, who was a veteran of 
two and a half years’ service as 
a paratrooper when struck by 
Nazi mortar fire. 


Pvt. Boone was caught in the 
left leg by enemy fire from a well- 
hidden machinegun nest as he op- 
erated as head scout for his com- 
pany in the Hurtgen forest, the 
dispatch related. He entered serv- 
ice May 25, 1944, was sent over- 
seas in October, and was wound- 
ed in December. Formerly employ- 
ed at the Bell Bomber plant, 
Boone was replaced in the fight 
against the Nazis by his brother, 
Douglas, 20, who was sent over- 
seas in January. Another brother, 
Joseph M., has seen several years’ 
service with the Seabees in Alaska. 

Cpl. Waller was hit during an 
enemy counterattack while Amer- 
ican forces sought to take a Ger- 
man-occupied town in Belgium. A’ 
veteran of campaigns in North 
Africa, Italy, France, Belgium and 
Holland, the Atlantan previously 
was wounded on the Anzio beach- 
head and was hospitalized briefly 
in Italy. He explained the circum- 
stances of his latest hospitalization 
like this: 

“After the Jerries had taken the 
town, moving in at night, we re- 
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organized and started a counterat- 
tack, giving them more than they 
bargained for,” said Waller. “We 
struck at them just before dawn, 
but before I learned the outcome, 
I became a casualty. A mortar 
shell, dropping near me, wounded 
me in the leg. One of our medics 
gave me first aid and had litter- 
bearers carry me to an aid station. 
I was evacuated from the front 
and after reaching an Army hos- 
pital near an airstrip was flown 
to England.” 

Now recovering, Waller is to be 
sent to the United States for treat- 
ment. Before entering service in 
September 1941, he was employed 
by the Cluett-Peabody Company 
here. He has two brothers in the 
service, William, 20, also in 
France, and Gordon, 29. Two oth- 
er brothers recently jgvere dis- 
charged from the service: Lanier, 
who was with the Second Marine 
Raiders on Guadaltanal, and 
Thomas, from the Army.

Clarification of Farm Draft Indicated 


There is growing confusion throughout 
-the nation over the status of draft-age 
farm workers. 


The resignation of the entire draft 
board of a rural Alabama county because 
of lack of overall policy on the question of 
further deferments of essential farm work- 
ers is symbolic of the almost universal dis- 
couragement of the men who, without pay, 
have done such a magnificent job on the 
local draft boards. 


There is no doubt that many state selec- 
tive service headquarters are putting pres- 
sure on local boards to draft heretofore 
deferred farmers. Yet the Tydings amend- 
ment—which specifically calls for the de- 


ferment of farmers for whom no replace- 
ment is available—continues to have the 
full force of law. 


The result is that there is no general 
policy. Some boards are continuing to 
grant deferments to essential farmers, 
while still others are canceling deferments 
and calling men in the selfsame category 
up for induction. 


There most certainiy should be some 
authoritative statement of nation-wide pol- 
icy on the matter. If it is necessary to 
draft farmers, well and good. But there 
should be a consistency of action so that 
much of the confusion and bitterness at- 
tendant to the present system can be 
eliminated.

Georgia, at long last, has thrown out the

of one hand the ripples it caused. It was just as simple as that. The 
house passed its’ repeal by an overwhelming majority, 141-51, and 
when the senate got around to it the proposition was virtually 
unanimous, 41-3. 


There you have the consummation of the years of fierce debate, 
of generations during which the poll tax has burned as an issue. 
It had become intersectional, had passed its dreary way through 
scores of congressional filibusters, and adorned many a legislative 
pigeonhole. In its name militant societies had arisen. The cry 
was that the shackles should be struck from American citizens, 
and that their right to vote should be unencumbered. 

And in the end, with Gov. Arnall speaking authoritatively for 
repeal, it was so easy. There are seven poll tax states remaining, 
to be sure, and none of them shows any signs of kicking over the 
traces of tradition. But Georgia had been the stronghold, the only 
state which had never abandoned this tax since Revolutionary 
times. And it discarded the thing most casually. 

It appears that the poll tax was a good deal more important 
while it lived as an issue, and that when it came down to cases 
it shrunk down to almost nothing. 

The Georgia legislature has

Eliis Arnall, the up-and-coming young governor, will sign the bill, 
for the legislators acted under threat that he would end the tax 
by executive order.

There can be little doubt that Gov. Arnall is on the popular side 
of the question, for his views on restrictions of the franchise were 
known during his campaigning.

o vote. 

Seven poll tax states remain after Georgia, where action shows 
aa the handwriting is on the wall for this restriction on the fran- 
chise.

Washington P ost: to repeal the payment of poll taxes as a 
prerequisite to voting will hearten those foes of the poll tax 
method of disfranchisement who believe, as The Post does, that the 
co-operation of the poll tax states is essential to achieve the pur- 
pose sought by advocates of federal anti-poll tax legislation. Gov. 
Arnall’s threat to suspend: collection of poll tax levies if the as- 
sembly should defeat the repeal bill, is another indication that the 
south has been aroused by alien criticism of the undemocratic poll 
tax laws. Events in Georgia strengthen our hope that before very 
long reform will come from within—not only in Georgia but in the 
few remaining poll tax states.

It is known as 
the worst of the poll tax states because of the cumulative feature 
of its tax. With the example of Georgia fresh in its mind, the 
Alabama legislature at its forthcoming session should consider 
the advisability of removing at least the cumulative provisions

New York Herald Tribune: theoretically be prohibited 
by federal law; but a federal law cannot be passed without again 
fighting the Civil War to a conclusion on the floor of congress. 
And, quite aside from the decisive ‘effect of that process, it is far 
better, from a practical point of view, that the states which imposed 
the tdxes remove them. Having removed them voluntarily, they 
will not feel constrained to conjure up other measures to replace 
them. Also, when one southern state discards a legalized pattern 
of prejudice, the pattern is weakened elsewhere. There are now 
only seven states that still impose a poll tax.

In order to be scrupulously fair to both sides, it was agreed 
in advance that the same number of speakers from each side 
should be allotted the same amount of time in which to present 
their arguments. o. 

The meeting began. The chairman, who happened to be a strong 
champion of one course of action, called on another member, who 
also championed that same side in the argument, to open the 
meeting with. prayer.

Thus 
the two of them finagled 20 minutes of time for their side to the 
disadvantage of their opponents. 

It was such an obvious trick I wondered it did not defeat its 
own end, but it didn’t—the chairman and the prayer leader won 


their argument. 

: Recently, in Spalding county, the church 
Packing the Ballot people, in force, demanded that the 
county commission cancel all licenses for the sale of beer in that 
county, although they could bring no complaint about any of the 
operating practices of any retail outlet for the beverage in the 
county. 

The commission declined to declare the sale of beer illegal in 
Spalding county but did succumb to the “dry” pressure to the 
extent of ordering an “advisory” referendum on the issue. 

Date of this referendum was set Feb. 6 and, for the county as 


a whole, beer was voted out by 1,189 to 988, a margin of 201) 


votes. The city of Griffin itself voted to retain legal beer sales. by 
vote of 679 to 645. 

Now, here is where the unfairness of that referendum came in. 

There are, in the Army and Navy, some 2,500 Spalding county 
boys, away from their homes, who could not vote in that referen- 
dum. The date was set early and there was no time in which 
ballots could be mailed to, and returned by, men in the service 
either in this country or overseas. 

Of the 2,500, it is estimated about 900 would have been eligible 
to vote in the beer referendum, if they had not been tricked and 
denied the opportunity. 


Now no one can know the preponderant 
views of the beer issue among the 900 who 
couldn’t vote. Perhaps a majority of them would have voted with 
the “drys.” There is no telling. 

Nor is there any intent here to argue either pro or con on the 
proposition that legal beer sales are advisable in Spalding county. 

There is only one point to be made, That is, it was unfair to 
force such a referendum without allowing full opportunity for 
the 900 absent voters to cast their ballots. If, to do this, meant 
waiting until after the war is over and those boys—some of them— 
return home, then better to wait than thus disenfranchise citizens 
who had been defending their couniry. 

It may not be true, but the suspicion is strong that the “drys” 
forced the referendum at this time because they felt it would be 
strongly to their advantage to count the votes without those of 


the boys away from home.

- New Dealers 
And Liberals 


In the simple language of ordl- 
nary people, a Liberal, with a cap- 
ital “L,” is and always has been 
one who believes in protecting 
the rights and liberties of individ- 
uals from the power of govern- 
ment. 


Our Revolution was the work 
of Liberals. The Tories, or Con- 
servatives, believed in the system 
of special privilege on which they 
fattened. The Liberals believed in 
all the “self-evident” truths set 
forth in the Declaration and the 
writings of Thomas Paine. ; 

The constitution was the work 
of both Liberals and Conserva- 
tives, and therefore a compromise, 
But the Liberals were a majority, 
and their chief concern was to 
establish a central government 
and yet limit its powers and safe- 
guard the people from its tyranny. 

It was this idea of protecting 
people from their own government 
which made the American system 
seem to menace to all the sov- 
ereigns of Europe and the foes of 
liberty everywhere, 

When the other Roosevelt and 
his disciples, and the great Su- 
preme Court Justices, Holmes, 
Brandeis and Cardozo, tried to 
use the power of government to 
curb economic tyranny, critics 
said of them: “You are violating 
your own creed. You call your- 
selves Liberals, yet instead of lim- 
iting the government’s powers, 
you are trying to give it new 
powers to meddle in private busi- 
ness.” 

So it seemed. But Liberals are 
concerned with fundamental and 
eternal principles. They’ abomi- 
nate tyranny of every kind, 
whether the tyranny of govern- 
ment or wealth or business mo- 
nopoly. It is not a particular kind 
of power, but the abuse of pow- 
er, that is evil and hateful. 

Many people now speak of 
leading New Dealers as Liberals, 
but they do so in violation of 
commonly accepted and  long- 
established definitions. New Deal- 
ism and Liberalism differ in prin- 
ciple as free competition differs 
from cartels, 

The ideal of New Dealism is 
“good housekeeping.” It would 
manage the nation as one great 
factory; conserve national re- 
sources; develop and utilize all po- 
tential energy, and direct the ac- 
tivities of all sections and groups 
for the greater good of the whole 
people. 

Liberals would use the power 
of government to prevent eco- 
nomic wrongs, as it is to 
prevent crime, but their chief 
concern is to preserve the rights 
and liberties of the people. They 
dread the growth of power, for 
they know if one Man Can 
dumped in the street by soldiers 
today, they may be dumped in the 
street tomorrow.

Big Three Conference Fateful 


To write, as I am compelled to, in advance of any communique 
from that rendezvous in the vicinity of the Black Sea is distress- 
ing. For this meeting will produce epochal decisions in world 
history. The democratic American republic outside Europe, but 
twice within a generation engaged in a bitter European war and 
tied by consanguinities to all European peoples; the British king- 
dom and empire so long master of the seas and arbiter of world 
peace; and the Soviet Union, radically revolutionary 


| pean solution reasonably satisfactory to each, 
we are to have an era of tranquillity following the German defeat. 
But they must also find a solution which in the observance will 
prove satisfactory to Europe. Some will compare in their minds 
this meeting with the council that determined the fate of 
and of Bonaparte, the last “tyrant of Europe,” and there are 
ilarities in the situation. Then as now, a despot had arisen 
Eurpoe basing his power upon a people who had broken with their 
historic traditions and laying claim to the restoration under his 
lead of the empire of Charlemagne. | 


Both men were defeated only through the mobilization of all 
world powers against them. Both had in the beginning fantastic 
victories. Both failed through the tenacious opposition of Britain 
and a disastrous attack on Russia. 

Both eventually failed chiefly through their own errors, over- 
whelming and reckless ambition, self-confidence, unwillingness to 
listen to more moderate counsels, and such excesses of brutality, 
tyranny and oppression that eventually they were deserted first 
by their allies and eventually by their own generals and people. 
And both lived and tried to build their empires in a revolutionary 


age. 
Difference But there is one profound difference between the 

council that decided the disposal of France and that 
which has been deciding the fate of Germany. 

The fate of Napoleon and France was determined by a concert 
of Europe. Before Napoleon fell all his allies, even Sweden under 
a king who had been one of Napoleon’s generals and had been put 
u the Swedish throne by him, had swi 
played a role in the settlement. Furthermore N 
rule had debauched the French treasury, 
population, and destroyed every vestige of French liberty, was 
eventually deserted both by French Bourbon Royalists and French 
Republicans, and peace was negotiated with anti-Napoleon France 
represented in the person of Talleyrand. Alexander’s Russia, which 
had come into Europe as a liberator, later retired. Britain sought 
a European peace on the basis of the previous status and French 
territory, deprived of all of Napoleon’s conquests,

cluding, it would seem, that any German play the role of Talley- 
rand—but the German fate is being decided without the presence in 
the councils of a single continental European western nation. 


Yet whatever is determined affects the future of Scandinavia 
with its proximity to both Germany and Russia. It affects the 
lowlands with their traditional leanings toward Britain and their 
nearness to Germany, also all the east and southeast European 
states which have historically been bones of contention between 
western powers and Russia and the near states including neutral 
Spain and Portugal. And it affecté ever tragic Poland which, in 
Napoleon’s day as now, spilt gallant blood in the hope of inde- 
pendence and remained, after his defeat and despite the champion- 
ship of Britain, disillusioned. This time France will be the first 
great state among Hitler’s victims. 

The fact that decisions are being reached without the pres 
ence of the nations of Europe puts upon the shoulders of the 
Big Three awesome responsibility. Their decisions will determine 
whether they become the saviors and rejuvenators of Europe or 
the accellerators of its decline. And their decisions will also de 


termine the future place in history of one Adolf Hitler.

Will Women Hold Postwar Jobs?

PRINCETON, N. J.—Postwar job planners will be encouraged by 
the fact that substantially fewer women say they want to work after 


the war than are working now.

15,000,000 women 21 years or over 
working in some kind of job to- 
day.

Bespeaking prayer for the re- 
pose of the soul of Tom Pender- 
gast, the Rt. Rev. Thomas B. Mc- 
Donald revealed the fact that Pen- 
dergast had gone to church. ev- 
ery morning at 7:30 for 30 years 
and described him as a man with 
a noble heart and a true friend. 

It would be un Christian to at- 
tempt to pursue Pendergast now 
but men are known by their 
works and this political boss of 
Kansas City was the obvious sub- 
ject On an apostrophe by another 
Catholic priest, the Rev. Daniel 
Lord, S. J., a distinguished editor. 
Written several years ago, when 
Pendergast was at the height of 
his power and the commander of 
one of the most corrupt political 
gangs in our history, this docu- 
ment, entitled “Open Letter to a 
Boss,” argued that such a man 
could not separate his religious 
life from his public life and that 
his conduct as a boss was a con- 
fessional matter. 

A friend Tom Pendergast may 
have been to some, but there was 
proof that he betrayed and preyed 
upon many of his personal and po- 
litical friends and he did not 
change his ways until he had been 
convicted of crime, sentenced to 
prison and, by the articles of the 
subsequent parole, forbidden to 
take further part in politics. Fa- 
ther Lord’s essay could still apply 
to other powerful politicians in 
Jersey City, Chicago and Albany, 


living and writing in St. 
and Pendergast’s conduct was 
such a scandal and an embarrass- 
ment to some of the clergy of the 
same church which, as Monsignor 
McDonald now reveals, he at- 
tended at 7:30 every morning for 
30 years, that it may be surmised 
that Pendergast was the boss to 
whom the open letter was pri- 
marily adressed. 

Under Pendergast’s absolute 
rule Kansas City was a serious 
menace to the morals of young 
and old and to the confidence of 
the people in their government, 
always legitimate obligations of 
men who accept the honors and 
other rewards of leadership. 
Brothels flourished openly which 
at his word, a word he never ut- 
tered, could have been put down. 
Criminal gangs operated as auxili- 
aries of his reign so brazenly and 
with such violence that the FBI 
would not exchange confidences 
with his police department. Gam- 
bling houses were as common- 
place as grocery stores, and, worst 
of all, Pendergast had a method 
of nullifying the votes of decent 
citizens of whatever religious 
faith, or none at all, so that they 
could not vote down these condi- 
tions in the elections. All this 
underworld poured money into his 
personal treasury which he then 
gambled on the races. Unlike most 
other bosses of the same general 
type, tronically known as Honest 
Johns, he let little of the graft 
trickle down to his underlings.

The public works programs here 
referred to are not emergency pro- 
grams designed to meet a possible 
depression, but the normal public 
works of all sorts—sewer and 
water systems, streets, schools, 
hospitals and public builldings— 


that go on from year to year and | 
provide income and employment 
in, the private construction indus- | 
try in one way or another, 

During the war the country has 
fallen behind in these normal pub- 
lic works, and the field is large. 

State and local governments 
must do the bulk of this public 
works program, and they are chal- 
lenged to meet the responsibiilty 
which they have been claiming for 
themselves in recent years in 
the insistent assertion of “state 
rights.” 

The problem was discussed be- 
fore the House Appropriations 
Committee by George H. Field, 
commissioner of the. Bureau of 
Community Facilities in the Fed- 
eral Works Administration. who is 
in charge of assistance to state 
and local governments in public 
works planning. His statement 
may be summarized as follows: 

With a goal of five billion dol- 
lars in. public works, federal plans 


call for about a billion and a half | ’ 
in the first postwar year, leaving | 


three-and-a-half billion for states | 
and localities. Thus far, plans 
have been completed for only 
about a billion in public works by 
states and local communities, leav- 
ing a deficit of two and a half bil- 
lion still to be planned. There 
is about 1.8 billions in the design 
state of preparation in states and 
localities, but about half of the 
states reporting say they have no 
—— or authority to complete the 
plans. 


in public works is computed at 5 
per cent. For a two and a half 
billion dollar program, which rep- 
resents the deficit in states and 
local communities, the cost of 
making plans would thus be 
$125,000,000. 

The budet bureau recommend- 
ed an appropriation by congress 
of $75.000.000 to be advanced as 
loans to states and municipalities 
for planning. to be repaid to the 
treasury.
